Group I, claim(s) 1-20 and 77 drawn to a process for characterization of a microbial gene 
wherein the gene is controllably expressed in a microbial cell in a mammal. 

Group II, claim(s) 21-32, 34-49, 51-75, drawn to nucleic acids for integration of a 
polynucleotide sequence comprising a tetracycline-inducible element into a target DNA 
molecule (e.g. the ef-tu gene), and vectors/host cells comprising said nucleic acids. 

Group III, claim(s) 21-32, 34-49, 51-75, drawn to nucleic acids for integration of a 
polynucleotide sequence comprising a tetracycline-controllable element into a target DNA 
molecule (e.g. the femA gene), and vectors/host cells comprising said nucleic acids. 

Group IV, claim(s) 21-31, 33-48, 50-75 drawn to drawn to nucleic acids for integration of 
a polynucleotide sequence comprising a tetracycline-controllable element into a target DNA 
molecule (e.g. the Igt gene), and vectors/host cells comprising said nucleic acids. 

Group V, claim(s) 76, drawn to a method for controlled expression of a gene in a 
microbial cell grown in culture. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-V do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the special technical feature of Group I is the use of 
a tetracycline-controllable element to express a desired gene in a microbial organism in a host 
mammal. This special technical feature is not present in, or required for, the inventions of the

sequences having unique characteristics (e.g. ef-tu,femA or Igt target sequences). Group V has a 
special technical feature, expression of a desired gene in a cell grown in culture, that is not 
present in, or required for, the inventions of the other groups.
